Rockefeller is 
personally directing his men in their 
efforts to get the tire under control. 
With two o£ his head guides he helped 
pump a hand-car over the tracks of 
the New York and Ottawa Railroad in 
an effort to head oft the fire and prr- 
vent It crossing the railroad tracks and 
entering the forests on the southern 
and western sides of his park. 
All the men about his private park, 


including carpenters, guides, 
laborers 
end hostlers, have been organized by 
Mr. Rockefeller into fire patrols.

ready the fires have destroyed trees on 
thousand of acres of Mr. Rockefeller's 
private park.

CALLED TO ORDER. 


It was precisely 9:30 when cigars 


were lighted and President Gler rapped 
the banqueters to order. 
In a happy 


manner he Introduced the first speaker 
of the evening, George W. Arper, who 
would utter a few words of welcome 
to the guests, including the Mayor and 
several members of the Bister body, the 
Board of Trade. 
"Guests of the occasion," Mr. Arper, 


began, "we welcome you one and all. 
We anticipate reforms in the adminis- 
tration of this city in the near future 
and the conducting of its business on a 
business basis. 
In short, we 
expect 


good, substantial work to be done with- 
in the next two year's and in that con- 
nection we are exceedingly proud to 
have with us the honorable, the Mayor, 
who Is so intensely Interested In ev- 
erything that appertains to the peo- 
ple, the progress, the advancement and 
material development of the city. Much 
has been done for Oakland in the past 
few years 
by her merchants. 
They 
have succeeded in placing the city on 
the map of the United States and in 
the course of a very few years more 
we hope to see that Instead of a city of 
83,000 to 85,000. as she now has, there 
shall be a population within her bound- 
aries of 200.000 to 300,000. We 
look 
for improved streets, and hope that 
within the next two years we shall be 
in a position in this respect not to be 
ashamed to welcome within our gates 
the next President, whoever he may 
be. Every member of this body, every 
citizen, every member of the Board of 
Trade, every merchant, every man who 
has property interests 
in 
the 
city 


should unitedly put their shoulders to 
the wheel to the end that this gath- 
ering tonight should be a mile-mark In 
the line of progress." 


MAYOR OLNEY. 


On concluding, Mr. Arper was warm- 


ly applauded, whereupon Toastmaster 
Gier Introduced the Mayor as the next 
speaker, allotlng Mr. Olney as 
his 


subject, "Greater Oakland." 
The Mayor was very warmly receiv- 


ed. After expressing pleasure at being 
present he proceeded to make a speech 
which was almost wholly an earnest 
plea for the .consolidation of the 
ad- 
jacent erraller municipalities with this 
city. He said In part: 


"In this country, today, 
combina- 


tions are the rule. :It has been found 
through 
experience that 
if capital 


unites that It Is able to do its,work 
cheaper, better, more 
expedltlously 


and can command a larger market. 
Labor united secures better wages to 
the workman and a better place for 
him in the community. Trusts, if you 
may call them so, have ..become an 
economic question of the day. 
I am 


hot afraid of them. 
"I do not fear labor unions. 
"I believe that combinations and la- 


bor unions In their places are doing 
good work for the country. 
I do not 
see why this law of combination should 
not apply to municipalities as well. I 
believe it would be very much better if 
the municipalities of Berkeley, Oak- 
land, Alameda, Frultvale and 
Rich- 
mond were united under the name of 
the city and county of Alameda. This 
Is the Greater Oakland to which I look 
forward. For my own part, I am not 
particular as to the name. It is only 
a matter of sentiment. But when the 
matter in question relates to municipal 
government and to money wrung from 
the taxpayers there is something more 
than sentiment it Is a matter of wis- 
dom. 
Probably in Its tax bills 
this 


year the county will have to pay 87 
cents on the $100, Oakland $1.26 and 
the State 38 cents, making a total ot 
$2.51. The city and 
county of San 
Francisco this year pays $1.64, having 
an advantage over us of 50 cents on the 
$100. 
Of course, having 
a city and 


county government would mean an ad- 
ditional expense as we would have to 
pay one-half of the salaries of Supe- 
rior Judges and we will have to have 
a Sheriff. 
"But with the exception of these of- 


flces your city officers could run muni- 
cipal "affairs of thCidty and county of 
Alameda." 
At this point the Mayor gave further 


figures showing that there would be at 
least a saving of 60 cents on $100 In 
the tax rate, creating a saving of $480,- 
000 a year which, he said, could be de- 
voted to the formation of children's 
play grounds and the Improvement of 
the parks. He addsd that he realized 
that in Berkeley and Alameda there 
was a strong feeling against consolida- 
tion. He had heard the people of these 
municipalities say that 
they 
would 


consider the matter when we got bet- 
ter government In Oakland. He con- 
cluded by saying that better work had 
never beon done by merchants In any 
county than • what had been 
done In 
San Francisco during the laut four or 


, five years, and appealed to the mer- 
I chants on this side of the bay to do for 
| Oakland what had been done for San 


I Francisco, and so offset the objections 
of Alameda and Berkeley taxpayers. 


At this point Mr. Gier delivered his 
annual address, which is printed else- 
where in today's paper. 


SECRETARY WALKER. 


Secretary Wilber Walker next read 
his report. He congratulated the Ex- 
change on the work of the year, refer- 
red to the harmony that had prevailed 


I and the results that had been atfc Ined. 
j Among these results he remarke 1 the 
following: 
The flnal completion and open! ig to 
use of the Contra Costa tunnel.

will

tall trade. 


The improvement 
of the northern 


approaches to our city. Telegraph ave- 
nue, San Pablo avenue, Shattuck ave- 
nue and Adeline street, and should be 
repaved in the most substantial Tian- 
ner, thus furnishing each access 10 the 
business center of the city. 
We should co-operate In every way 


to secure the location of more fac orles 
in Oakland, as our city will nev >r be 
truly prosperous until a larger prjpor- 
tlon of Its population are able to earn 
their living within the city limit;.. 


As in the past, the Merchants 
Ex- 


change must continue its efforts o In- 
duce the people of Alameda coum y to 
trade as much as possible wlthlr 
the 
limits of Alameda county. 


We should endeavor to secure to 


Oakland and Alameda county Its share 
of the large number of Immigrant i and 
tourists who are now entering Califor- 
nia In large numbers. 


"The 
Merchants' 
> Exchange," 
Mr. 


Walker concluded, "has the reputation 
of doing things, and will continua to 
maintain that reputation. The ISBO- 
clatlon has but one object, namel ', or- 
ganized effort for the upbulldlnj arid 
improvement of the city. of On eland 
and Its merchants. 
We. cannot :''.II of 
success as long as we are 
ener jetlc, 


harmonious and have the suppor and 


confldence^erf the people." 


J. P.TAYLOR. 


President Gler-next called upon J. P. 
Taylor than whom, he said, there was no 
man better able to speak on the sub- 
ject opposite his name, "Oakland Har- 
bor." 


Mr. Taylor compared the harbor to 
that of Glasgow, Scotland, with com- 
parisons in favor of that at the doors 
of Oakland. He proceeded to say that 
the deepening of the harbor could not 
be too vigorously insisted 
upon. The 


estuary, he said, should be deepened to 
a. uniform depth of 30 feet 
and 
the 
docks In place of being from 240 to 
300 feet should be 400 feet long. If this 
and other improvements were carried 
out he had confidence In saying that 
the people could look forward to the 
time when Oakland would be one of the 
greatest seaports and possess <:ne of 
the safest ' harbors In the world. He 
concluded a very able address by some 
glowing remarks on the probabilities 
of a great Oriental trade being centered 
in the near future In Oakland harbor 
and the sister port of San Francisco. 


J. F. W. SOHST. 


"Contra Costa Tunnel," a 
subject 


with which he showed great familiar- 
ity, was that allotted J. F. W. Sohst, 
who was appropriately Introduced by 
the chairman. 
Mr. Sohst's talk was | 


largely reminiscent, for he has been | 
most Intimately associated with this ; 
great work since its Inception, 
I 
He was followed by H. C. Capwell, | 


who delivered a spirited speech,urging j 
the merchants to hold the trade which j 
they had already gained for Oakland. 
The day was past, he said, when it was 
necessary for any family on this side 
of the bay to go to San Francisco to 
make purchases. 
"We have got the 
trade now," he said, "and 
the only 
question Is how to keep it. That can 
only be done by standing shoulder to 
shoulder, discussing the 
subject 
at 
meetings like these, making liberal use 
of the newspapers and entering 
Into 
the movement that 
the 
Mayor said 


should animate the municipalities on 
this side of the bay and get together 
for the common good. 


A. JONAS. 


Vice-president A. Jonas, chairman of 
the Banquet Committee, was next call- 
ed upon. He expressed his pleasure at 
the presence of the Mayor, and on be- 
half of the Exchange, 
wished him 
strength, prosperity and success in oil 
his undertakings. Mr. Jonas said that 
th« Mayor can count on the merchants 
generally to aoslst him in his efforts to 
make Oakland whit It really ought to 
be, the greatest city, on the 
Pacific 


Coast.

"The past year has been memo-able 


for 
the 
wonderful 
increase ir the 


strength of the trades unions. 
labor 
In Oakland Is orgun-lzea -more fully 
than ever before. 
Occaslonall: we 
hear rumors of 
Impending atrkes; 
during the year, there has been :ome 
disagreement but none of a'lastlnr na- 
ture. 
It would seem proper at this 


time for the Merchants' Exchanre to 
attempt to lay the foundation of a sys- 
tem of arbitration that ,wlll pr< vent 
any possible strikes, and that v ould 
tend to foster and encouragre the e list- 
ing pleasant relation between ctpital 
and labor In our midst. 
"The leaders of our labor orga. ilza- 
tlons are men of a high: grade o: In- 
telligence; they are thoroughly v-rsed 
In the many phases of this great < ues- 
tlon and firmly believe that wha ever 
they do, they are doing It frorr the 
right principles. 
O'f tMs* I am con- 
vinced, and I am equally positive that 
the employers of this, city, as a rule, 
want nothing unreasonable from hose 
whom they employ.

Civic Board of Arbitration to \horn 
all local difficulties, should be ref< rred. 
It is certainly possible from among

chants, our officials, our clergy an I our 
leading citizens generally, to org i.nlze 
a Board of Arbitration that shall have

disagreement regarding labor. I have 
not heard any argument in oppoi Itlon 
to such a plan, and I am prone t-> be- 
Ueve that it would be equally ace ^ta- 
ble to employers and employes.

Syndicate which to to be conyratu lated 
for the enthusiastic manner In • ^ 'Irlch 
it is carrying out Its many projects, 


has already taken 
the 
preliminary 
steps towai-d building- a large tourist 
hotel at Piedmont Springs. 
However, 
this is not a.11 that is required; there 
must be one or more hotels tn the 
heart of the city for commercial and 
transient business. The attention which 
Oakland Is now commanding- among 
•the cities of the tTnlon, justifies us in 
expecting that we will be chosen quite 
often as . a place for holding large 
State, perhaps national conventions. To 
insure this very profitable 
hiiK'nc-ss, 


we must be able to care for our visit- 
ors and also provide them with an 
auditorium of fitting .size and dignity 
and I cannot at thia time think of any- 
thing that vrould be better oa.lculo.ted 
to give Oakla.nd a pronounced boost. 


A BOND ISSUE. 


"One year ago, your- president en- 


Joyed the pleasure of being appointed 
on the special committee charged with 
the duty of preparing th'e details for 
an Issue of bonds for public improve- 
ments. 
The committee worked hard 
and long on its task; it went thor- 
oughly into the needs of the schools, 
the streets, the flre department, the 
sewer systems, harbor . Improvements, 
and It was convinced - that Oakland 
needed one or more large public parks. 
The result of the comm't'tee's work w.as 
submitted to the Council,. but nothing 
came of it. 
The reports were given 


full publicity, and the stamp of public 
approval 
was 
apparently 
ac- 


corded 
them, 
but 
another 
coun- 


cil 
carne 
Into 
office, 
which, tr. ay 
have plans of its own, and our labors 
will doubtless be of much service to 
It"Further experiences and further re- 
search has simply emphasized my opin- 
ion that what we cpnclUded to be 
right and necessary then, are still right 
and more necessary now. 
"The greatest need of our city at 
this time Is public Improvements ot 
the right kind; our streets are a long 
way from being what they should be; 
our schools are very .in-adequate, and 
tn this connection I want to make a 
remark which will show how really 
desperate the situation ' Is concerning 
the Inadequacy of our public schools. 
The recent school census developed 
the fact that there are nearly three 
thousand school children who do not 
attend any school whatever. 
This 


Is about fifteen per cent of our total 
school population. 
It is known to 


you all, that the last Legislature passed 
an act authorizing the employment of 
a Truant Officer for the purpose of en- 
forcing th« education of'all children of 
school age. Should such an officer be 
appointed locally, and should he pro- 
ceed against the parents of these three 
thousand children, where would the 
Board of Education find itself If such 
an officer did his duty as is presumed 
he would. 
The Baari' of Education 


would at once have to hire.barns and 
similar places In order to carry out 
the duties Imposed upon them. 
Surely 
no other argument Is required to make 
clear the dire necessity of at once vot- 
ing- bonds for building new schools. 
"A city of the size', importance, lo- 


cation and value of Oakland, should 
certainly have one or rhore large public 
parks, and should obtain them ot the 
earliest moment, while land is cheap. 
Most certainly we need a' new, ade- 
quate City Hall. 
As we went through 
our streets with the President of the 
Unlt«J States It was necessary to di- 
vert his attention from the miserable 
buildlnflr at the head of Washington 
street in case he would ask us what it 
was. 
The cutting through of Wash- 
ington street which would be a pro- 
nounced public Improvement, must be 
done on. the assessment 
plan, 
and 


therefore does not enter Into any dis- 
cussion upon the issue of bonds. The 
present City Council has taken up this 
matter In earnest, and it 
IB to be 


hoped that at an early date, they u'lil 
be prepared to submit a reasonable 
and comprehensive bond issue to the 
votsre. 
FtiMDS FOR SPECIAL OCCASIONS. 


"I cannot let this occaiilcni pa ta with- 
out calling: attention to th* matter of 
providing funds for public occasions, 
When a President visits us, -or when 
H ta de«lred to celebrate the Fourth of 
July, or when any public occasion 
arises requiring the raising of a special 
fund. It is notorious that a compara- 
tively small portion of .the community 
Is required to supply the money. This 
Is manifestly unreasonable and unjust; 
It Impose* upon, the merchants more 
than their share, and the monotony of 
this practice has become very ob- 
jectionable. It Is a mistake that there 
is not In the city.charter a clause

giving the city jurisdiction on such 
occasions to make reasonable appro- 
priations of public money. 
Th'> sup- 


position is, that all such occasions are 
in the nature o( advertisements for our 
city from 
which everybody owning 
property or doing business, Derives 
both temporary and pernmiient bene- 
fit. This being the case, there should 
be a distinct provision In the tcx levy 
for the creation of a Promotion and 
publicity Fund; in this matter, the 
burden would fall equally on «T. prop- 
erty owners alike. As It is at present, 
the merchants who are always to be 
found at their place of business and 
who are therefore available, are re- 
gard as the legitimate prey of the va- 
rious finance committees, while the op- 
ulent landlords who are either absent 
or who do business through an agent 
endowed with no more authority than 
is necessary to collect rents, escape 
their rightful share of this burden. 
I might mention that in Los Angeles, 
the City Council has such authority 
as I have mentioned, and that on a 
recent occasion, it provld-ed two thous- 
and, five hundred dollar?, while the 
county of Los Angeles gave a similar 
sum. 
In, Oakland, the City Council 


has no authority to give n. one-cent 
piece for any such public occasion. 


THE FOURTH OF JULY. 


"The Merchants' Exchange deserves 
the thanks of the community for the 
manner In which It has inaugurated 
appropriate celebrations for the Fourth 
of July. A few years ago, the Fourth 
of July passed in Oakland without any 
recognition, except that It was a public 
holiday. Your honorable body took up 
the matter and each successive year 
has Improved the program provided for 
the entertainment of citizens and vis- 
itors. This year there will be no ex- 
ception, the various elements of the 
celebration are In the hands of capable 
and experienced committees, and the 
next Fourth will certainly be a mem- 
orable day In this city. 
This is as It 
should be. It Is impossible to develop 
too much patriotism, for without It, 
no city can make progress and :io na- 
tion become truly great. The lessons 
which such celebrations teach both to 
young and old, Is the most important 
that any American can learn, and the 
educational value of Fourth of July 
celebrations should after all, b^ their 
leading feature. 
"For reasons which I have already 
set forth, the City Government cannot 
aid us in thia celebration, and the 
duty of raising the fund, will devolve 
as usual upon our merchants. 
It is 


to be hoped, however, that the great 
majority of landlords and property- 
owners who cannot be reached by our 
solicitors, but who may be reached 
by the publication of these remarks, 
will be Induced to do what Is rightfully 
to be expected of them. 
"At the same time. I fully appreciate 


the fact that the Merchants' Exchange 
deems It an honor and 
a privilege to 
guarantee the success of these celebra- 
tions, and It Is no reflection upon your 
honorable body that you expect r, II pro- 
perty-owners to assist flnancially, if not 
by their actual personal labors. 


THE TWELFTH STREET

Fur 
th«r than this, the effect of all this 'will 
be to keep here not only the money ac- 
tually spent In seeking amusement across 
the bay, but cannot fall to assist In every 
way the home trading movement gen- 
erally.

TO BEGIN AT ONCE 


School Board Will Lose No Time in 


Utilizing: Funds Granted 


By Special Tax. 


BERKELEY, May 20.—No time will 


be lost by the local Board of Education 
In expending the $25.000 granted last 
Saturday by the special tax election, 
for the improvement of the present 
school facilities. 
At the meeting of 


the board last night action was taken 
to have the much needed additions to 
the several schools and the new school 
building on RUBS street built at once. 
To hasten matters the work of secur- 
ing an architect and, 
subsequently, 


contractors, was left In the hands of 
the School-house and Site Committee, 
which was instructed to BO ahead with 
the work Immediately. An architect Is 
to be secured to draw up the plans, 
when bids for the work will be adver- 
tised for by the board. 
Although all 


of the proposed additions can not be 
completed In time for the opening of 
school after the summer vacation, 
an 


effort will be made to have the work at 
the Lorin 
School 
completed by that 


time, as the need there 
Is the most 
urgent. As stated in the election no- 
tices the money Is to be used in build- 
Ing four-room additions to the Whit- 
tier, Lincoln 
and 
McKlnley schools, 
and the erection of a new four-room 
building on Russ street and College 
avenue. 
A complaint tvas made to the board 
that the pupils

School have been

prices. D. S. Waterman, principal of 
the school, when asked for a state-

BERKELEY. May 20.—Tha first re- 


connotssance for the linguistic survey of 
California has been completed 
by 
Dr. 


Kroeber of the University of California. 
who, 
-with Dr. Dixon of Harvard, has Just 


•written an exhaustive account of the 
explorations mado in this State. The work 
of studying the tongues of those few 
Indian tribes that are left and of tracing 
their connections one with another and 
with the other tribes of the middle west 
and north has been carried on more 
thoroughly and to a greater extent than 
ever before. The results of these Investi- 
gations throw great light on the early 
western tribes and are of deep historic 
and scientific interest and significance. 
The- corresponding ethnological recon- 
nolssance has not yet been ended. 
The 
ground has been covered, with trifling 
exceptions ,as far south as the upper end 
of the San Joaquin basin, the last por- 
tion of the work being done through a 
•fcokuts Indian, who came to the Uni- 
versity In February. 
The region south 


of the Tehachapl still needs much field 
work as a preliminary to adequate ethno- 
logical investigation. 
Three thousand mechanical records of 
the verb forms of the Hupa language were 
made on the Rousselot apparatus In De- 
cember and January by Mr. Goddard. with 
the help of Julius Marsha;!, a Hupa. boy. 
Mr. Goddard selected seventy-five trac- 
ings, representing the 
different 
vowel 
sounds of the Hupa language, for en- 
largement by micro-photography to the 
s'ze required for their study by the 
mechanical curve-analyser. Photographs 
were taken also of a false palate, fitted 
to tho mouth o: the Hupa boy, by means 
of which records were made of the differ- 
ent consonants of the Hupa language. Mr. 
Goddard was able to extend greatly his 
list of Hupa verbs through Marshall's 
aid. During a stay at Hupa. in Humboldt 
county, Mr. Goddard went through all of 
his Hupa texts with an Indian interpre- 
ter, making sure of the correctness of 
the text and clarifying the translation. 
This process was repeated with a well- 
educated Indian girl. 
Texts wer.j ob- 
tained of a few myths and medicine 
formulas, and thirty-five additional Hupa 
songs were recorded on tho phonograph. 
The Department of 
Anthropology 
is 
about to publish two papers by Mr. God- 
dard. one dealing with the phonology of 
the Hupa language, and the other with 
Its morphology.

Rev. Dr. Samuel H. Willey, 
who as vice-president of the College oJ 
California was the first presiding officer 
of the University, contributes an interest- 
ing historical paper entitled "The Found- 
ers of the University." This essay Wai 
orlglnaJIy prepared as an address at th« 
annual University of California dinner of 
tho San Francisco University Club. An 
account of the last meeting of tho Associ- 
ation of American Universities, an or- 
ganization which was formed through the 
Initiative of tho University of California 
some three years 'ago, is contributed by 
Professor Irving Stringham and Professor 
A. O. Leuschner, who represented tha 
University at the last annual meeting:. 
Mr. H. A. Overstreet contributes »n In- 
teresting paper on "Oxford in the Past 
and Present," of particular interest at 
present, because of the discussion of the 
terms of the Cecil Rhodes scholarship*. 
Victor Henderson, in the department of 
University Record, gives an account at 
recent University progress, including a 
resume of the acts of the last Legislature 
directly affecting tho University of Cali- 
fornia; an account of the plans for the 
new school of architecture—a full four- 
years' course—together with an account 
of California. Hall, which Is about to ba 
erected; a resume of recent changes In 
the faculty; an account of recent work at 
tho Lick Observatory and a discussion oi 
some recent work In anthropology, in- 
cluding mechanical records of native Cali- 
fornia languages and publications In tha 
fields of Egyptian archaeology, Peruvian 
archaeology and American ethnology.
